The  other 
two  escaped  but  Gavin  was  cor¬ 
nered  and  beaten  for  twenty  min¬ 
utes  bv  about  six  men.  He  never 


briefly  made  TV  and  radio  news, 
but  were  all  but  ignored  by  most 
newspapers. 

Between  them,  the  three  mur¬ 
dered  boys  and  the  brutalised 
young  girl  got  less  media  cover¬ 
age  than  the  one  Afghan  taxi 
driver  who  was  inexcusably 
beaten  up  and  severely  injured  in, 
London  a  few  days  after  Septem¬ 
ber  11th.

Two  years  later  the 
Liberal  Democrats  were  at  the 
centre  of  an  entryism  scandal, 
when  the  names  of  dead  people 
were  used  to  help  influence  se¬ 
lection  procedures  and  the  actual 
polling  day  vote  in  the  town’s 
wards  of  Coldhurst,  Werneth  and 
St  Mary’s.

The  first  day  of  the  Somme 
offensive  on  July  1st  1916 
was  the  bloodiest  in  the 
history  of  the  British 
Army.

British  soldiers  were  killed 
and  60,000  injured.  The 
offensive  lasted  until  18th 
November  1916,  and  by 
that  time  the  battle  had 
claimed  a  million  casual¬ 
ties. 

Eighty-six  years  on  the 
French  government  wants  to 
build  a  third  airport  at 
Chaulnes  80  miles  north  of 


the  French  capital.  But  the  pro¬ 
posed  site  is  in  the  middle  of  the 
World  War  I  Somme  battlefield 
and  the  new  airport  would  in¬ 
volve  clearing  a  large  area  and 
disturbing  the  unmarked  graves 
of  many  British  and  Common¬ 
wealth  soldiers. 

Eighty-six  years  on  Belgian 
road  builders  want  to  bulldoze 
their  way  across  fields  where  the 
British  front  line  was  in  1 91 5  and 
1917  to  extend  the  A19  motor¬ 
way.  The  construction  of  both 
France’s  new  airport  and  Bel¬ 
gium’s  extended  motorway  will 


desecrate  the  graves  of  up  to 
54,000  unknown  British  soldiers. 

These  young  Britons,  many  of 
them  recruited  from  the  mill 
towns  of  northern  England,  gave 
their  lives  to  secure  the  freedom 
of  France  and  Belgium  and  have 
laid  undisturbed  since  the  day 
they  were  killed. 

It  is  a  disgrace  that  the  Gov¬ 
ernments  of  France  and  Belgium 
can  show  such  little  regard  for 
the  memory  of  British  soldiers 
who  died  on  their  behalf.  To  the 
British  people  the  battlefields  of 
the  First  World  War  hold  a  huge 


emotional  impact  and  that  is 
why  we  must  ensure  that  our 
war  graves,  marked  and  un¬ 
marked,  remain  untouched. 


FOREIGN  NEWS  IN  BRIEF... 


BRING  BACK  THE 
TALIBAN! 

Just  days  after  the  last 
Taliban  fighter  was  chased 
out  of  Kandahar,  the  city’s 
Pashtun  population  returned 
to  their  old  familiar  habits. 
For  centuries  Kandahar  has 
been  notorious  as  the 
homosexual  capital  of  south 
Asia  with  its  streets  filled  with 
teenage  boys  in  make-up  and 
their  sugar  daddies,  flaunting 
their  relationship. 

Such  is  the  Pashtun 
obsession  with  sodomy  that 
the  rape  of  young  boys  was 
one  of  the  key  factors  in 
Mullah  Omar  mobilising  the 
Taliban  to  stem  this  rising 
tide  of  abuse.

Clark  Barr  fastened  the 
two-metre-long  flag  to  the 
sliding  glass  door  of  his  ground 
floor  apartment  because  he 
wanted  to  express  his  patriotism 
and  his  support  for  Canadian 
troops  who  were  leaving  the  city 
for  Afghanistan.

THE  OLDHAM  LAD  BEHIND  THE 
1966  WORLD  CUP  VICTORY 


Sir  Walter  Winterbottom,  Eng¬ 
land’s  first  ever  national  team 
manager  and  one  of  the  world’s 
best  football  coaches,  died  in 
February  at  the  age  of  89.  Sir 
Walter  was  born  in  Stafford 
Street,  Werneth,  in  Oldham  and 
educated  at  the  Oldham  High 
School. 

He  was  a  teacher  at  Alexandra 
Road  School,  Oldham,  for  four 
years,  before  signing  for  Manches- 


tinued  to  be  a  schoolmaster,  before 
serving  as  an  RAF  wing  commander 
during  the  Second  World  War. 

In  1946  Sir  Walter,  aged  only  33, 
became  the  FA’s  director  of  coaching 
and  England  team  manager,  a  post  he 
held  until  1962.  During  his  16-yearstint 
as  England  manager,  which  started  with 
a  7-2  victory  over  Northern  Ireland, 
he  went  on  to  guide  the  team  to  four 
World  Cup  finals  <  a  record  that  has 
not  been  matched.
